Heaters and Health. 


" Healers " ia a general term for any- 


thing that generates heat, but is gener- 
ally applied to atoves and furnaces, by 
which dwellings and other structures are 
made warm. 
The simplest and healthi- 


est heater is the open fireplace. It an- 
swers the double purpose of warming 
and ventilating. 
The objections to it 


are that it consumes a larger amount of 
fuel than stoves or furnaces to furnish a 
given amount of heat and needs more 
care End labor to supply it. Close stoves 
are objectionable on the ground of pro- 
ducing vitiated air. 
())>en stoves have 


the advantages of open fireplaces. 
In- 


deed they are open fireplaces much im- 
proved, so as to inn-ease largely the 
amount of hc:it generated by a given 
amount, of fuel. 


Open fires of bolb aorts produce a 


glowing heat, and so are pleasant and 
agreeable to all, but especially to the 
sick and feeble, wlio need the purest aii- 
that art can secure. The great means 
of convalescence is pure and invigorat- 
ing air. 
For cooking purposes, dose 


stoves are economical and convenient 
and BO mint continue to be used. But 
their objectionable features are easily 
obviated tjy adopting some eilk:ienl 
form of ventilation, especially if we wish 
to get rid of the vitiated air and various 
odors their use necessarily creates. The 
b«il way of ventilating any room, but 
fispecmlly the, kitchen, is to construct 
double Ihips in its chimney. 
lietween 


Ihcic flues huve a partition ot brick laid 
wl^ewiit', "o that llie '-moke fine may 
warm the ventilating flue and create ao 
.itron"; a current that all impure air and 
kitchen odors tuay freely and quickly 
iiasH inlo ilie outer air. 
"This arrange- 


ment i, (Dually valuable in hot seasons 
by way of hurrying heat away- a result 
very desirable by those mothers whose 
circumstances demand that the kitchen 
during n portion of each day should be 
n nursery, or at any riilo a room in 
which infants must be kept dm-in«r a por- 
tion of the day when the mother is dis- 
charging her culinary duties.

And a 
very sin ill stove is apt lo burn the air 
and render it atoni-e unpleasant and un- 
healthy. On the score oi economy noth- 
ing is gained by using small slove, when 
its (.mail c.ipsicily compels forcing it in 
order to obtain a. certain amount of heat. 
A clo=e stove or a cooking slove should 
be so large that a moderate fire may 
generate heat enough to make a room 
comfortable or to cook properly various 
articles of food. 1'ood to be well cooked 
doc^ not reiniire exee.ssive heat. A large 
cook MOIT i- more economical than a 
small one, that is usually so often forced 
llmt its soundness and usefulness are 
soon impaired, if not destroyed. A hot 
fire does not contribute so much lo 
health and comfort as a moderate one. 
In cold temperatures, "taking cold'1 is 
caused not so much by the low tempera- 
ture without the dwelling as by the heat' 
within. The great and efficient means 
of securing health and comfort arc, a 
moderate temperature, pure air, proper 
diet and exercise in lh<s'MT.--[)r.Atleii,in 
U'ntcrn lit'.ral.

'I lie Idiillenitioii of Sirups. 


While glucose is largely used to adul- 


terate sugars, it is much more largely 
usetl to adulterate airup.s; in fact it is 
getting to bo rather unusual to lind 
samples of honey or sirups entirely free 
from glucose,. Prof. Kedzie, of Michi- 
gan, made n number of examinations of 
sirups on sale in Michigan, and found 
in one ca=o, sulphate of iron (copperas) 
and one hundred and seven grains of 
lime per gallon, which eamc from the 
improperly prepared glucose present. 
In another, made entirely of starch su- 
gur, he ionnd copperas and two hundred 
and seven grains of lime; in another, 
one hundred grains of lime; in another, 
seventy-one grains of free sulphuric acid, 
twenty-eight grains of copperas, and 
three hundred and sixty-three grains of 
lime; in another, one hundred and 
forty-two grains of free sulphuric acid, 
I wenty-live grains of copperas, and sev- 
en Hundred and twenty-four grains of 
lime; in another, eighty grains of iron 
and two hundred grains of lime! One 
pound of cane sugar has more sweeten- 
ing power than two pounds and a half 
ot glucose, so that the reader can readily 
see the effect of this adulteration, even 
if we cousider it harmless. For a test 
of iron or copperas in sirup, it should 
lie boiled with a decoction of strong tea. 
If iron is present the solution will turn 
black. The lime may bo recognized in 
the sirup by adding to it a liltle oxalic 
acid; if lime is present a white cloudi- 
ness will appear in the sirup after it has 
been shaken up with the oxalic. ae,id. 
The best way to make the lest, however, 
is to place iii a glass two orthreespoon- 
fuls of sirup, fill it up with pure water- 
freshly caught rain water is the, best— 
and add a couple of spoonfuls of a solu- 
tion of oxalic acid. 
(The solution of 


oxalic acid is very poisonous; it should 
be carefully labeled and kept under lock 
and key.)

THE CARPENTER CATASTROPHE, 


An Awful Collision Saturday Eve- 


ning Causes the Death of Engi- 


neer Silsbse and Conductor 


Dresser. 


Coolness ol Conductor George Morgan— 


The Injured. 


Most of our people have beard of the 


awful catastrophe which occurred one 
mile ami n half south of Carpenter Sta- 
tion, on the St. Lonia Division of the Wa- 
liasli, St. Louie & Pacific railway, at 8:07 
o clock Sntnnlny evening, resulting in 
the killing of William 51. Silsboe, engi- 
neer, and Hank C. Dreflser, coudnotor.aml 
the injury of Captain Hyde and Ed^nrd 
Bramble, railway mail agents. 


The colliding trains were the lightning 


express and passenger No. 4'J, which left 
St. Louis at fi-40 p. ni. Saturday for Deca- 
tur. and the first section of train 4!),which 
left Decatur for St. Louis nt about 4-30 
o'clock p. ni. Saturday, about ill minutes 
lato. The conductor of tram 42 wan Geo. 


The coolness of these two men certainly 
prevented a second and more dreadful 
catastrophe. 


In the meantime the passengers on the 


tno trains piled ont of the coaches and 
gntbered about the cceue of death and de- 
strnction of property. The bodies of the 
dead were removed and the injured re- 
ceived .attention. 


A wrecking train was sent out from St. 


Louis BOOH after the accident, and one 
from Decatnr reached the scene with 
Frauk Bloom, Pat Clark, Cliff Betzer. C. 
P. Baldwin and others on board, early 
Sunday morning. The bodies of Silsbce 
and Dresser had been taken to Edwards- 
ville where a local justice summoned n 
jury aud took the initiatory steps toward 
holding an inquest. The iKidies were 
properh dressed by a local undertaker 
nnd placed in coflins. The inquest re- 
vealed nothing except what is already 
known.

Dresser wa« thrown against the stove 
with such force that an artery near one 
of his ejes was severed and he bled to 
death. One of the brakemcu was b:.dly 
stunned, but the other was oul> slightlx 
jarred. The one who wan unable to move 
realized tlie situation in a moment, and 
he told his companion to get a lantern, 
and go back aud stop Gray's passenger 
train which had passed Carpenter and 
wan then headed for the sceue of tho 
wreck, going at a rate of 40 miles per 
hour. The brakeman had to hunt a hin- 
tern and matches, and after getting a 
light he ran an fast as he could and 
stopped the on-coming train at a Hafe dis- 
tance.
